1911 amounted to about one fifth of 
the total for the United States. I 
Pennsylvania. New Jersey and Illi-i 
nois follow Ohio in the order named in \ 
a' bulletin imued by the United States 
Geological Survey. The value of clay 
products in Ohio was $32,663,895; in 
Pennsylvania, |20,2i0,083: in New 
Jersey, $18,178,228; in Illinois. $14.- 
333.011. ^ 

The'prodoetion of all kiada of brick 
j in the United States in 1911 was more 
I than ten billions. The total production 
of common brick was 8.475.277,000, 
valued at $49,885,262. Of this New 
York contributed the largest amount. 
1,143,726.000, ; valued f at $5,918,286. 
Illinois was aeeoDd in output with 
1.074.486,000, but the product had the 
rgeater value of $6.126911. No other 
state reached the oillion mark. The 
Geological Survey bulletin does not 
give the value of Kentucky's clay pro- 
ducts, but in 1909 and 1910 Kentucky 
waa f e or t a e n th in rank ai compared 
with other states, and the value of the 
1910 production was $2,567,537. The 
figarea for 1411 ahoald show a aobetan- 
tial gain, as the clay industry is mak- 
ing some progress in the State. Ken- 
tucky has a great variety of elays, 
ranging from the most ordinary to the 
most desirbaie kinds. A gaud deal of 
clay is mined and shipped oat of the 
state and there are openings in many 
localities for the establishment of 
profitable clay working industries. 
Abounding in resources nf this kind 
from the Mlssissipvi RTver to the Big 
Sandy the State should take a much 
higher rank in the clay industry than 
it BOW boMa. 



' The Repdblicah cam 

tains the remarkable statemet attrib- 
uted to Theodore Justice, of Pennsyl- 
vania, that "in the textile trade the 
protective benefits of the tariff nearly 
all go to labor. The inaccuracy of this 
stateneBt was abundantly dcmoBstrat- 
ed'by the revelations incident to the 
Lawrence strike. In confirmation of 
this a writer in the Atlantic Magazine 
show* from the records that "a vard 
of men's {worsted suiting wa& found 
by the tariIF|board to cost an American 
mill $1.71 to place on the market. The 
rate of payment to the weaver on hia 
cloth was ascertained to be only 5 cents 
a yard, but the present tariff duty 
is $1.02." This is but one fact of 
many. Another equally impressive is 
tbat while the American Woolen com- 
pany is decalring dividends upon mil- 
lions of dollars of water, half the em.- 
pioyes of that cornoration receive less 
than $10 a week in wages. 

Governor Marshall.

jignificant to Friends and Enemies 
Was. the Fsathered Headgear So 
Proudly Worn by the Honored 
'^¥00" of tho PnUrieo. 

Fsw omaments worn by the In- 
dians are purely decorative, as we are 
accustomed to believe. Almost every 
fantastic part of the "Brave's" garb, 
says the Boston Hsrald, was symbolic, 
and as such it was honored by the on. 
looker and esteemed by the proud pos- 
sessor. Such was true especially of 
the feathered headgear known as the 
war bonnet. This ornament stood fcr 
the social relation, the interdepend- 
ence, and was not directly connected 
with the supernatural, as were so 
many of the Indian's symbols. 

With the Omahas, the materials re- 
quired to make the bonnet were gath- 
ered by the man who wished to pos- 
sess it, but its manufacture depended 
on the assirtanco of many persons. A 
sort of skull cap was made of dressed 
deerskin, with a flai) ha:!ging behind: 
a border of folded skin about the edge 
formed the foundation for the crown 
of golden eagle leathers, which were 
fastened so as to stand upright about 
the wearer's head. Each one of the?e 
feathers stood for a man; the tip of 
hair fastened to the feathers and 
painted red repr^ented the man's 
scalplock. Before a feather^ could be 
fastened on the bonnet a m.an nrist 
count his honors which entitled him 
to wear the feather, and enabled him 
to prepare the feather for use in 
deooraUng the war botinet. 

When % "warrior counted his hon- 
ors, he held up the feather which was 
to represent them, saying: ''In ?uch a 
battle I did this," etc. At the gon- 
cluticn of the recital the feather^was 
handed to the man who was manufac- 
turing the war bonnet, who then put 
the feather In its proper place. As 
many of these bonnets contained 50 
or more feathers, and as each feather 
must have an honor counted upon it, 
and no honor could be coonted twice, 
the manufacturer of a bonnet required 
several helpers and the task took con- 
siderable time — often several days. 
Strips of ermine, arranged to fall 
over the ears and cheeks, were fast- 
ened to the bonnet. The ermine rep- 
recented alertness and skill In eyad- 
ing pursuit. A bird or some other 
symbolic object cculd be fastened on 
the crown of tho pkull cai). This (ib- 
ject was generally some feature of the 
man's vision through which he be- 
lieved he received supernatural aid 
In the time of need. Sometimes the 
flap was embroidered with porcupine 
work or painted with symbolic de- 
signs. Songs were sung during tbo 
making of the bonnet 

Before tlie advent of the horse 
among the Indian tribes the flap of 
the bopnet did not extend below the 
waist, thus avoiding interference 
while walking or the wearing of other 
ornaments; but after the horses be- 
came plentiful the flap was extended 
to a man's feet when standing; when 
the man was mounted it lay on the 
back of his horse. In former times a 
man could not deck his leggings or 
shirt with a fringe of hair except by 
consent of the'Warrtors. Honors had 
to be counted on the strands of hair 
as on the feathers used In making the 
war bonnet, therefore each lock or 
tuft of the fringe stood for a war hon- 
or, and no honor could be counted 
twice. It was this custom that made 
garments of this character so hl?hly 
valued. The hair for the fringe was 
generally furnished by the man's fe- 
male relatives. Each of the locks 
forming the fringe was usually sewed 
In a heading of skin, freauenUy oma- 
mented with quill work. The reason 
for the passing of these ancient and 
honorable decorations is obvious, 
since Uncle Sam has so rigorously for. 
bidden war.

Former Parisian Dies in West. 

News of the death of John Knox 
Polk, forraerlv of Paris, was received 
by his brother, Mr. W. H. Polk, at 
Lexington, Wednesday night through a 
letter from his broher. Theodore Pulk. 
His death occurred at Los Angeles, 
Cali.,'^on July 27, "and was due to heart 
disease. At the time of bis death be 
was the Inspector for the Board of 
Public Work6 at Lcs Ancelea. He had 
served in the Phillipmee as a aieaiber 
of the Uaited Statee army. 

Mc Folk, who waa eged 66 yeare, 
was a native of Woedfod coaetv. Dor- 
ins the Civil War he was an employe 
of the Qaartermaster's Department of 
the U. S. army at Lexington. After 
Ihfi war he came to Paris, where he 
acted as clerk in the Paris poatoffice, 
which vv-as thtn in charge of his broth* 
er, W. H. Folk, and later enga;^ed in 
the shoe business with the late Mr. 
George Doehrer, and was locpted in 
the building now occupied by the jew- 
elry hrm of Shire & Fithian. He was 
next employed bv a railroad construc- 
tion tirm in the building of theKoox- 
viile branch of the L. & N. 

Mr. Polk waa for some time mourn- 
ed as dead. He took part in the "Ok- 
lahoma rush," and during that time a 
man was found dead in a creek. His 
shirt bore the initials of Mr. Polk and 
hi3 memorandum book was found in 
bis pocket. In consequence it Was re- 
ported that John K. Polk had been 
murdered. Government aathorities 
investigated the aJEair. leaoltiag in 
tbe arreat ot eoe maa in Denver who 
was tried for the crime and acquitted. 

Many months after his supposed 
deatb Polk visited in Wichita. Kans.. 
and when the Spanish-American war 
broke out he joined the army and went 
tto Manila. His life was one of ro- 
mantic adventure, and he rarely com- 
municaed with his kinsmen. He was 
a mebmer of the Episcopal church of 
this city, and is well remembered by 
a number of our older citizens, and 
has a number of friends in the county, 
together with relative^, among them 
being the family of the late Matt Ken- 
ney. Miss Effie Polk, and Messrs. 
Davis, Howard and Percy |Polk. Ihe 
reaaafaM were interred in Loe Angeles.

Mr. Moore is a new minister in the 
Presbtyery, havng been recently in- 
stalled. His sermon was losrical, in- 
structive and entertaining, taking as a 
basis of his thought "Life is a Privi- 
lege," which was ably handled. 

At the close of the sermon Mr. Mar- 
shall McKnigbt, of Washington. Ky., 
took tbe duiir as Moderator. Tbe roll- 
call showed qaite a nomber of minis- 
ters and delegates absent, who, bow- 
ever, arrived W«liMsday OMMning. 
The seleetion of Moderator was then 
in order. Dr. Cowan, of Augusta, 
placfid in nomination Dr. Moore, of 
Covington. There being no other nom- 
ination Mr. Moore's nomination was 
made unanimous. He accepted the 
charge in an appropriate brief address. 
The order of program was then briefly 
discussed. The Presbytery then took 
a recess until 9 p. m., Thursday, as 
Wednesday was to be devoted to lay- 
men's work. Thp ladies' m.issionary 
meeting of the Ebenezer Presbytery, 
which is'being held in conjunction with 
the Presbytery, opened Wednesday at 
10:30 a. ni.. a fair audience being 
present. The devotional exercises op- 
ened on time, presided over by Dr. H.

Jim Crow Law Upheld. 

AfTirming the judgment of the Shel- 
by Circuit Court in the case of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad Compa- 
ny againstt he Commonwealth, Rail- 
road Commissioner Clay Friday wrote 
the opinion oft he 'Appellate Court no- 
holding tne Jim Crow lav in this state 
in fining tbe railroad company $600 for 
permitting blacks and whites to ride 
in the same coach. 

The principal evidence m the case 
was given by Judge Jamen H. Pols- 
grove and Attorney Leslie W. Morris, 
wbo testified that the train on which 
the Jim Crow law was violated was a 
special sent out from Lexington Janu- 
ary 30. 1 li: in'whicb black passengers 
were pArmitted to sit in the same coach 
with white passengers. 

No signs, they said, designated com- 
nartments tor whites and blacks, and 
that a number of^negroes smoked ciea- 
rettes^inithe presence ofi white women 
in the «oaeh.
